Two U. S. Girls Leap 
To Death From Plane 


MOSCOW CHARGES 
REICH AND POLAND 


(P)—A farewell letter disclosed to- 
night that two beautiful American 
girls ieaped to their deaths from an 
airplane today because a similar fate 
last week overtook their sweethearts 
in the British royal air force. 

The London Daily Express quoted 
from a letter addressed to the girla 
father, United States consul general 
at Naples, Italy, which was found in 
the cabin of the Paris-bound air- 
liner from which the sisters plunged. 
hand-in-hand, 3,000 feet to a terrify- 
ing death. 

The victims, Elizabeth DuBois, 23, 
and Jane, 20, had danced only last 
week in Naples with two British fly- 
ing officers to whom they were re- 
ported “informally engaged.” 
February 15 the officers, Flight Lieu- 
tenant Henry Longfield Beatty and 
Flying Officer John A. C. Forbes, 
were among nine persons killed when 
the British seaplane “Ace of Dia- 
monds”’ crashed near Messina, Sicily. 

“We heard about the Messina crash 
in Paris,” the Daily Express quoted 
from the letter. “It is terrible about 
Charley. ‘This the last straw 
for us.” 

“Charley” was believed 
Flying Officer Forbes. 

Workmen found their 
buried by the impact. 

Inseparable as twins in life, the 
two were alone together in their ren- 
dezvyous with death. ‘They paid six 
fares to reserve every seat aboard the 
Hillman Airways transport plane 
whose pilot, J. Kirton, thought he was 
flying the sisters to Paris.

By far the majority of the work 
relief expenditures of the GERA went 
for improvements to educational facik 
ities and health and recreation pro}j- 
ects. For new construction, repair 
and maintenance t» school buildings.

Clarence Darrow seems to be leading 
with his chin when he remarks scorn- 
fully that William Jennings Bryan 
University, of Dayton, Tenn., is no 
university but merely a hole in the 
ground: If Mr. Darrow had ever been 
a football writer he would have been 
warned by painful experience that one 


may cast aspersions on an alma mater 
only at the risk of severe punishment. 
The punishment is administered by 
mail but it is severe nevertheless, con- 
sisting of letters beginning; “Dear sir, 
you cur,’ and warming up to consid- 
erable heat. 


Offieially, at least, even though Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan University be 
only a cellar full of weeds and rub- 
bish, with a stand of stagnant water 
at certain periods of the year, and 
surrounded by the crumbling remains 
of an abandoned foundation, it is a 
university nevertheless. It was found- 
ed in 1930 as a memorial to the late 
Mr. Bryan who had sat on the witness 
stand in the Dayton courthouse, agi- 
tating the sultry air with a palm leaf 
fan and affirming to the infidels and 
scoffers of the whole wide world and 
the contemptuous Mr. Darrow in par- 
ticular, his belief that Joshua made the 
sun stand still and that Jonah was 
swallowed by a whale and lived to 
tell about it. 


It was a trial as strange 
Strange and memorable as_ the 
Trial. Hauptmann trial at Flem- 

ington, N: J., and much 
more picturesque or quaint. The 
weather was stifling in the fold of the 
mountains, the little town was over- 
crowded, one per cent of the normal 
population of the community wete 
down with typhoid at the time, the 
food consisted almost exclusively of 
pork and chicken fried in grease and 
the water supply which came down 
from a spring in the hills frequently 
was unfit for use because some fitful 
storm had riled up the source. On 
such days when the water came out 
of the taps as thick and brown as 
gravy, there was nothing to drink 
but the sweet, carbonated beverages of 
the drug store soda fountain or the 
strong wine of the country, which was 
day-old corn, white, violent and still 
warm from the moonshiner’s worm. 

Dayton abounded in religious en- 
thusiasts come in from a wide area, 
including all the familiar types of 
ecclesiastical gymnasts who writhed 
and flailed the air until their clothes 
were clammy with sweat and one lay 
brother who went about the little town 
wearing a sandwich board, proclaim- 
ing him to be the Bible champion of 
the world. He was a kiver-to-kiver 
man, willing to accept a dime or a 
quarter for the furtherance of the 
ord’s work but not aggressively pro- 
fessional. 


Defied 
Crowds. 


He went through the 
crowds, day after day, de- 
fying any brother or sis- 
ter, parson or layman, to 
stump him on any quotation or meet 
him in a contest of speed, from mem- 
ory and from a scratch, for a side bet. 
What this country needed was a great 
revival meeting on a national scale on 
some vast plain, like Kansas or Texas, 
where the entire population could 
kneel and pray and sing en masse. 
He was a little visionary as to the 
commissary and creature accomoda- 
tions sufficient for a camp meeting 
of such proportions but said the Lord 
would see to that. 

Mr. Darrow never had a chance 
to win the case because, Sure as you 
are born, if the old jedge, a God- 
fearing man himself, had ever decided 
in favor of the devil, some terrible 
jedgement would have been visited on 
Dayton. The courthouse would have 
fallen in and buried the just and un- 
just alike in an awful manifestation 
of the wrath. Or the typhoid, then 
held in abeyance, would have become 
a sweeping pestilence. 

A shownman brought a baboon to 


town and quartered him in an empty 
store on the main street. 


There the 
baboon languished in his smelly cage, 
beset by fleas and flies, sometimes 
shrinking into a dark corner and cov- 
ering his eyes with his hands to shut 
out the faces, faces, faces of those 
who wished to call him cousin as well 
as those who exonerated him of all 
relationship. The baboon was no evo- 
lutionist. He acknowledged no tie 
and when Mr. Dudley Field Malone,

University Mr. Bryan died a few 

days later, following a 
Formed. heavy meal, and the de- 
cision to found the uni- 
versity as a memorial to him = was 
taken at once. When your corre- 
spondent visited Knoxville last spring 
John Mouteaux, a reporter for the 
Knoxville News-Sentinel, reported that 
up to that time the university had 
acquired neither ivy-clad walls nor a 
good backfield and was, even as Mr. 
Darrow so slightingly remarks, noth- 
ing but a hole. Bryan University had 
no college yell, no junior prom, no 
varsity colors, no swimming pool, 
gym, dramatic club or traditional 
rival, no skull and bones, lampoon 
or A. A. Stagg. 

But, holding classes in the high 
school, the university is five years old 
now presumably with one class of 
alumni and another to come in June. 
Bryan can confer honorary L. L. D.’s 
and Litt. D.’s, issue diplomas in Latin 
and walk proudly in the company of 
Harvard, Columbia and Bob Jones 
College, of Cleveland, Tenn. 

Mr. Darrow has insulted the alma 
mater of the class of 1934, and the 
on-coming contingent of Bryan Uni- 
versity, "36. He will be hearing from 
them—perhaps only both of them but 
anyway them—in terms of indignation 
so furious that your correspondent, as 
one who has suffered, feels very sorry 
indeed for Mr. Darrow.

_There’s one thing certain. If colored 
films do come into favor and replace 
our present movies, you may look for 
an entirely new crop of leading men 
and women to take the place of those 
stars who hold sway today, as a face 
that is beautiful in black and white 
photography may be a very poor sub- 
ject for color. 

All we can do is wait and see what 
happens in the year to come.

Laws for Everyone. 


Many persons have the peculiar idea 
that the laws of contract bridge are 
only for expérts. This is absurd. The 
laws which have been adopted and 
used by the leading bridge clubs of the 
United States, and other countries, 
are for everyone, who plays the game 
whether he be a beginner or a na- 
tional pocmens y Nobody is exempt. 

The penalty for a revoke is just 
as much a part of the game as the 
point value of two hearts bid and 
made. If any player makes a bid out 
of turn and a penalty is applicabie, 
the enforcement of such penalty is 
part of the game. It does not imply 
personal punishment. To insist upon 
a penalty whether you must pay it 
yourself or exact is from an opponent 
is playing the game correctly, accord- 
ing to the rules. 

Players who engage in_ so-called 
“family” bridge, without enforcing pen- 
alties for violations of the laws, are 
virtuallly bridge anarchists. They make 
their own laws, and create “house 
rules that add nothing to the game. 
They might just as well make clubs 
the highest ranking suit, deuces wild, 
or the player taking the least number 
of tricks, the winner. 

It is my belief that strict observ- 
ance of the Jaws, no matter how infor- 
mal the game may be, will make for 
a finer, more satisfying and more 
thoroughly interesting pastime than 
would otherwise be possible.

MANUFACTURERS RAP 
AUTO REPORT BY NRA 


Sharply - Worded Criticism 
Turns Survey ‘Carelessly 
Gathered Scraps.’ 


DETROIT, Feb. 21.—(4)—The Au- 
tomobile Manufacturers’ Association 
issued a sharp criticism tonight of 
the government’s study of labor con- 
ditions in the artomobile field, charg- 
ing that the industry had been in- 
dicted on carelessly gathered “scraps 
of information.” 

The criticism was contained in a 
complaint sent to S. Clay Williams, 
chairman of the national industria: 
recovery board, by Pyke Johnson, vice 
president of the Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation. ' 

Johnson's statement charged that 
the NRA research committee headed 
by Leon Henderson, had been ‘“‘de- 
ceived” by the “recklessly falsa state- 
ments” of the American Federation 
of Labor during its study last No- 
vember of seasonal fluctuations in au- 
tomobile factory employment. 

“It is a source of amazement to 
this industry,” said Johnson, “that 
when there are such acute economic 
problems pressing for solution, the 
existing difficulties should be multi- 
plied and the minds of the public 
and the employes of the industry con- 
fused by an investigation, the intend- 
ed purpose of which must have been 
the clarification of problems. . 

“The investigators doubtless were 
deceived. The American Federation 
of Labor sought to make the investi- 
gation a means of promoting their or- 
ganizing campaign. The American 
Federation of Labor presented state- 
ments which were recklessly 
false. ... 

“The one correct conclusion in the 
report, about the advantage of chang- 
ing the time of introducing models, 
the investigators took bodily from a 
report the manufacturers had made 
for themselves. ... ”
